Afterward the Cretonians preſented to the emperour 4 gall att 
colt, which in the opinion of all the beholders yas like to prove « 
wagge of rare ſpirit and pace: but when Virgil ſaw bin, he told 
th: maſter of th- horſe that it was bred of a very faultie mare, and 
word prove neither quick ſpirited vor mimble paced: which aftcr- 
ward fell out ſo mdeed, Which the maſier of the horſe relating to 
Auguſtus, b: commanded that Virgils allowance of bread ſhould 
be dayly doubled. Again, certain hounds berg ſent as a preſent out 
of Spain to the emperour, Virgil told bot! of what kinde they came, 
and how they would prove dogs of almirable uſe and (wiftnes: 
wich aiſo being made hnown to Auguitns Ceſar, be ag4in gave 
order that his allowance of bread ſhoul1 be re-10ubl2d. Shortly after, 
Auguſtus ar doubtfull of timſelf whether Octavins were his 
father, aud perſwaded that Virgil, who ſo well knew the nature and 


kinds of bounds and horſes, ooutd alſo reſclve this doubt, ſeparating 


all oth:r comp.nie, and retiring into a Private room, he tahs Vir= 
gil with hin, and ash2s hinz alone, whether he knew who he was, 
and what p:w2r he had to make men honourable and hatpi:. Where 
unto he anſwered, I know that thou art Auguſtus Celar, and that 
thou ha't power almojt equal! to the immortall Gods, and that thou 


eau 4 bappifie whomſoever thou þ/2aſeſt.Surely.ſaidCeſar ,T have noyp 


a Miade anJ purpoſe to make thee moſt hipie and honourable, if 
tou can't giv a full anfover to my requeſt unto thee. Sir,jayes 
Virgil, IT wiſh it were m my power to tell you the certainty of 
whatſoever your maielty could demayund of me. Some mon (ſizes Ce- 
ſar) think thit Otavms was my father, others thivs ome body 
elſe: TWhereanto Virgull with a ſmale, thus replied, Sacred fr, if [ 
may freely au1 withut offence anſwer your manjeſties d:mauad, T 
am prſwaded T ſhall cafily reſ»lu2 this doubt. Celar hereupon 
#ſſured hin with an oath, that whatſoever be ſpake he won'd not take 
it amiſſe, and that withall, bz would not leave bs unrewarded. 
Now then Virgil fixing bjs eyes ſeriouſly on the emperours face, 
ſaid; Tt is eafr2 in otber creatures (by rules of philoſophie and the 
mathenatichs) to diſcern the qualities and conditions of their prog./= 
Zitours and parents,bat in man it 15110t ſo ealie a matterzyet as touchs 
ing your ſacred majeftie, I am able to maks ſome probable conjeure 
what profeſſron your father was of, Hereat Ceſtr began to lac the 
more attcutively what be wou#d ſay.Then ſayes Virgil; So farre forth 
as T can colleF and nuadertand, thou wall a bakers ſoune. The ente- 


roar hereat amazed, preſently began to wonder vonthin himſelf bew 
<a, 4 that

fyet could be, But Virgil inflantiy interrupting his thoughts, 1; 
Harken fr, I beſcech you, ou what ground I build this my opinion: 
Toar majeſtic knows, that when 1 formerly forztold diverſe things 
which could not b: ſeen into nor forcſhown, but by men of oreat lear= 
ving aud underflanding, that your majefti: the great monarch of th; 
world again aul again reward?sd me with a lot aud «allowance of 
bread which ſurely is the propertie eith.r of a bah-r or a bakers ſonxe, 
T vis facetious conceit pleaſed th: emiperour wondrous well: who 
tberexpor ſaid unto bizy, Thou ſha.t now he no more rewarded by a 
baher, but by a munzficeut and magnificent bing: and ever after the 
emperour highly efeemed him aud cummended vim to Pollio. He 
was big of body, aud tall- of fiature, of a ſhallow complexion, har4 
yavoured and of a ſickly conſtitution, a moderat2 drinker, and of 4 
(pare diet. It is reported that he was grven 50 the filthie and Infu!! 
tove of boyes, but the howeſieſi ſort of m2c# of his day?s were per/mw- 
d2d be loved them zo otherwiſe: then as Socrates loved Alcibiades, 
and Plato his (chollars: and that above all other he loved Cebetes 
azd Alexander be, whom in the ſecond Eclog of hi. Bucolichs he 
term2d Alexis, whom Afinius Polho gave u2to him, And 1 js 
reported alſo that he kept Plotia Hieria, but Aſconms Pedianns 
aifirms the contrari: from Virgi's ows ſ.rious d.niall thcr:of. Ji 
al} other demeanours of his life b: w.ts both ia ſpeech and converſa- 
24on ſo honeſt and upright, that througheat al] Naples ke was called 
Lirpinity; and if at any tans (as that was but jeldome) h2 watlzed the 
ſfireets of Rome, aud obſerv:d himſe't to b2 noted and follornd by 
ary its the ſtreets, he would retire himſ.l; immediately jnto the next 
bouſe be came unto. He: i h:s mod-ration of rich:s refuſe 1 the goods 
ard cfiate of a baniſh:d yan, which \ugnitus Ceſar profered ts 
him; having a good competert eftate of his ont, and a bouſe in 
Rome is tbe Exſquiliz neare Mecanas hs gardens. He uſed much, 
an1 moſt freauently, to retir: bimſe!f 32to Campania ard Sici!. Is 
any requeſt to Ceſar be never bad deaiall, He was aunnally helpfull 
' 29 his pavents in great meaſure, who died when ve w1s himſelf grows 
z0 a ripe age; his futher being bliade cre he died. His two brethres 
Silo ard Flaccns berg dead, be bewail:d under the name of Da- 
plnis. Meliſfus reports, that be was ſlow of tongue and ſparing of 
ſpeech, as if be badbeen a very ignorant and illiterate man. When hs 
* Fir? addiffed himſelf to poetry, be made this diftich upon one Ba- 
liſta a wafer of feuce, who fer report of robberies was covered

Aftcr this h2 wrote Moretum,Priapns, Eprgrams, Dire, Cu- 
lex, aud other Poems, when he was but about faxteen ycares of 4g2s 
He wiote Atna alſo: and after that , writing of Romane af- 
fairs, yet miſlihmg the ſharpues aud rigidnes of the matter aud names 
zbereof, he fell upon bis Bucolicks: eſpecially to celebrate the names 
of Afinins Pollio, Alphenus Varius, Cornelius Gallus hjs 
great friends, Afterward be wrote bis Georgicks is honour of Me= 
canas. Laft of all, hz t. ok #veſe FEneids in ht21, a work of @ vari« 
ons and multifarious argument , aud a Wanner , reſembing, both 
Homers works. Then he wrote the Georgicks, 2t is reported, that 

every Morning bs was accuſtomed to write a certain numer Of Vr= 
Jes, whico he would all the dzy long overlook and ſo abridge , and re- 
fre ther juto afow, that it might not be u1htly ſaid,that he brought 
forth verſes uriino more , as the female-berre doth her young , 
bringing th:m into due form by liclzng. This his work catled the 
Aneids,he wrate fir m2 twelve books in proſe ( as ſon: think ) aud 
aft:rward dige{fted it into verſe; and ſome think, that had he lived he 
nuuld have enlarged 3t unto tw:utiz fonre books, even uuto the time 
of Atiguftus. Of b:s neids ( ſcarcely yet begun) there was ſpread 
qi a fame, that Sextus Propertins dowtel wot thus to writ: of

Neſco quid majns naſcitur 1!;ade. 
Give place,orve p/ace Greeks, Romane writers wijcz

Wh:n Auguſtns Ceſar, who by chance was abſent from the Can- 
tabrick expedition, requeted Virgil, partly by intreating, partly by 
Merrily m:nacmg ltters, to ſend hin, if it were but a very little, or 
(as his own words are) ſome one perf ſeutence of bis Aneids, he 
ref4ſed it:but afterward, whenit was fully perfeed,be recited to hine 
three of the books, namely the ſecond, the fourth, and the ſixth, and 
this eſpecially for Octavia's jahe, who being there preſent at the y2- 
citall of thoſe werſes of her ſonwe, Tu Marcellus eris &Cc. Thou 
ſoalt Marcellus be, it 3s reported ſhz fell into a [pound with ſorrow: 
and being with much adoe recovered, ſhe commanded that Virgil 
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The life of Vixorrt. 


Gould have to the value of five pound for every verſe. He read his 
book alſo to drverſe, but not often, aud thoſe places onely whereof he 
wade any ſcruple or doubt; thereby to beare mens \udgements of then, 
H: fully peruſed his Bucolicks aud Georgicks: aud when be was 
about 52 yeares old, with a de(rre to finiſh bis FEncids,he reſolved 
to bave withdraws himſelf mto Greece and Afia, and there t9 bave 
ſpent thre whole yeares mw correttg and perufng it, that he mjoht 
beftow the remainder of his dayes onely in the fludie of Philoſy- 
ple. But being in his journey at Athens bs met Auguſtus retur 1- 
mg out of th: Eaſt-countreys towards Rome 3 whereupon he 
purpoſed to hav? riturned bome again with the emperour : but 
travelling to Mezara, a town meare Atheiis, ouely to ſee it he took « 
fechneſse there, which with continuall travell by ſea ſo increaſed 
tzll be came to Brunduſum, that witbin few daycs after be 
there died, on tve 22 of Septemb, Cneis Plantins azd Quin- 
tus Lucretms being Conſiuls. When he felt himſelf (ich unto the 
death, be called often and very earneſtly for bis deskgg that he might 
burn bis Eneids:which bmeg denged him, be uetwithRlanding ordey- 
ed by bis laſt will and t?6ament, that it ſhould be burned, as a work 
both fau'tte ad impcrf. ot. But Tacca and Varrns told him that 
Auguſtus wo#!d by no means ſuffer it. Whereupon be bequeathed 
that work and h3s other writings to Varms ad Tucca, vpor this 
condition,that they ſhou'd jet F; rth zothing but that which he would 
have ſct forth; «n1 ſuch verſ:s as were tmperfeft, to leave ſp fill. 
H: deſired that tis bca2s ſhould be tranſlated to Naples, where he 
had lived long and metrily; which at Ceſars command was accor - 
dingly performed, and h: buried in th: way to Pateoli. Upon bis 
tozmbe,at the ſecond flowe was engraven this diflich, made by himſelf, 
BAmtzi me genuit,Clabri rapucre;tenet nunc 
Parthenope; Cecini paſcua, rura, duccs, 
Mantua pave? /rf:,Calabria death, a grave 
Parthenop: I ſing fields, lands, captains brave. 
Plotius Tucca after Virgils deceaſe (as he had requeſted ) at Ce- 
lars command,corretted the Fneidsz for 7) manu judged then to be 
barnt; whereof theſe verſes of Sulpitius the Carthaginian, arc 
CXEINE. 
Jufſerat hzc rapidis aboleri carmina flammis 
Virgilius, Phrygium que cecmere ducem. 
Tcca vetat,Variuſque fimul: tu maxime Ceſar,

And a little after;

Pcdianus reporr:th, that Virgil was wery courteous, and a lover 
of 4/1 good aud learved men, aud ſo prftotted, with th: foot of enwie, 
th1t if h: beard or ſaw auy thmg wittily or worthily ſaid or done by 
any otvers,he as much refogced th:rem,as if it had been his on: That 
he wſcd not to diſpraiſe any man, but ever praiſed geod men; and that 
b: ;vas ſo courteous and affable, that there was none (except be were 
molt rudely and barbarouſly inelmed) but both much favoured, aud 
moſt erdently affe:d him. He ſeem:d utterly unolued from flrift 
menm aud tunm for bis ljbrarje food fill as open to the ſcholars, 
as to himſelf,onJ oftentimes uſed that old adage of Euripides, T* 
T1 $iAwy x:192 , Communia anvcorum efſe omnia, Al} thivgs 
ar? common am0n0 friends. And therefore he ſo lovingly reſpefed att 
*be poets of bis time, that when they were emuloaſly and enviouſly 
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might be bef governed, he anſwered, Tf the wiſeſs mew were placed 
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Jarring and ſnarling at aye another, yet they all with an tumanine 
conſent ever loved md reverenced hin,as Tucca, Varins, Horace, 
Gallus,eud Propertius. 

H: jo m1u:h deſyiſed glorie, that when ſome had aſcribed and arro- 
gared to th:mſelucs certain of his verſes, and were therefore had in 
toe great:7 reputation for theit learumg , hs not on:ly ſhewed bim- 
Jelf no way diſcontented th:revoith , but much rejoxced at it. Fer 
wwocr vrce be made a couple of yrſcs containing the praiſe aud pro 
ſperitze of Cefars emperie, which were ſct upon the pates without 
w7#7?, (theſe were th: ver(es;

Ceſar having made enquirie for thz authour of then, yet could not 
know bir, at 2#9th Bathyllus a certatz plars poet { when none 
would fath:r th:m) took upou hin to bz ths authour of th:mz and 
w3s therefore both well rewarded and mach reſpetted by Celar. But 
Virgil zot tazing this wery w2-ll, ſet upon the ſame gates, this _— 
ing of his conceit fouretimce, Sic vos, non vobis,which Auguitus 
Ceſar would havs had*made up: but when many bad fruitleſcely ex- 
deavozred it, Virgil himſelf repiyed thus to the foreſaid difiicv:

This thus know, Bathyllus was for a lon, time ars oceafios of je 
wid laughter to the whole citie of Rome. Once Virgil baving iz h15 
hand the works of Ennins, ard being demanded by ove what he did 
with them, he anſwered, that be gathered gold out of Ennis IS 
dung: for that author cxpreſeed worthy ſentences and. matter whey 
bowely words and phraſes. Auguſtus Cefar aching bi bow a c111e 
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at the bel of government, and good men axtraoriged to over-rule 
the bad; and tbat thus men of deſert might have their due honour, 
and men of mean couditiou not oppreſced w th iniurie.Mecanas alſo 
aching bim what it is tbat procures leafs os iter ad tediou(- 
p:ſcetoa wan, bs anſw:red, Tbs multitude and ſimilitude of all 
thirgs offends every veaus appetite and affeion,cxcept of uuderiand- 
ing. Mecenas ashed bizt agaiv, bow a may might conſerve fron 
rame a faire aud flouriſhing .eftate? To whom Virgil anjwered, Tf be 
excell others as much ju liberalttie aud goodneſse, as in riches aud in 
honour. He was accuflomed to ſay, that tone of all the vertues was 
more laudable or more profitable for a mas then patience; and that

The horrour-(triking helm, like flaming brands 
Vomiting fire, and thedeath-wounding blade, 
A brazen breaſt-plate very richly made, 
Big; and bloudered of hue: like Sols bright raycs, 
When its faire ſhine abroad it ſelf diſplayes 
Upon ſome rain- bow cloud , full oppoſite,

And how new warresdid ſuddenly ariſe

And how (at laſt ) contentions laid afide,

As kinde confederates, did in league combine.

When on their ſwords for freedome, Romares ruſh, 
There you might ſce him rage, and threat and fret, 
'Cauſe Cocles durſt the bridge break down and get. 
How captiv'd Chlelia, having broke his bands, 
Swamme o're the river ſtoutly with her hands. 

How on ths top of high Tarpeia's tower 
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The temple and the Capito! defended, 

And all the ned ral; palace that aſcended, 
Did tumble down, and the white-feathered gooſe

Thar 4 may fing and ſhew whar flaughrers great, 

What grave heaps Twr”us made in Martiall hear, 

W hat foules he ſent to hell; help me, I pray, + 
"Theſe mightie bartells iſſues to diſplay, 

For ye; faire ladies, can them promptly tell, 

And ye have power to exprefle them well, 

There was a skie-topt fort,with ſcaffolds high, 

And ſituated adventagiouſly, 

Which the 7calzays with their utmoſt Rrength 

Aflaulred fiercely, to o'rethrow-at length; 

And which the Trojavs on the other fide, - 

With thrown-down ſtones to ſafeguard did provide; 

And through the loop-holes fhooted ſhowres of darts, 
— But Tr»nschicfly, and his Martiall hearts, 

Fierce fire-balls threw, which *gainſt the walls did ſtick, 

And help'd with windes,burnt up the boards moſt quick, 

And on the weather-beaten poſts took hold. / 

The troubled Trojans hearts vvithin vwyaxt cold, 

And tain they vyould theſe prefling ills have fled, 

But ſavy in vain they all eadeayoured, 

They drew up then in heaps, retreating ſtraight, 
Whereas no fire was flung; then with huge weight 

The thus aſſaulted fort precipitate,

Ceneus tout by death Orrygras quel'd: 
Twrnas,the victour ( exexr did (lay; 
Clonias and Itys he with death did pay: 
Di3oxippus and Promulgs molt ſour, 
And Sagarzs and {da holding out | 

Worthilie on the wall: but uy braye 
Privernus kill'd: and him T hemilla gaye 
A light wound with his lance, who inſtantly 
Threw his ſhield from him, and moſt fooliſhly 
Claps his hand on the wound; whereat moſt fierce 
A winged ſhafc his left-fide ribs did pierce, | 
And nail'd his hand unto his wounded fide, 
| And bor'd his breathing lights, wherewith he dy'd. 
Braye Arcensſonne ſtood there in battell ray, 
Cladin a coat of needle-work moſt gay, 
Ofa dark Spariſp-purple colour rare, 
Himſelf of loyely look and countnance faire: 
Whom Arcens, his great fire,to warres had ſent, 
Bred up in Mars his grove, neare the current
